The student of public health is amazed at the apathy of his fellow citi- 
zens. He sees how true was that pertinent aphorism uttered so many years 
ago by a self-sacrificing public health leader who wore himself out in the 
public service trying to make his ideals come true. The facts as to the 
cost of illness and as to the possibilities of prevention are known but not 
sufficiently well known to change a tragic picture of unnecessary waste of 
life. Hence the individual neglects his own health and that of his family, 
relying on the doctor to cure if he falls ill, Communities: build hospitals 
and insane aslyums instead of passing laws for the pasteurization of milk 
and appropriations for the payment of full-time health officers. 

If we know—those of us who think our hearts are stirred by the suf- 
ferings of humanity—If we know that the discoveries of medical science if 
applied would save thousands of lives and millions of money, if we are con- 
vinced that by-such means the human race would be longer lived and 
healthier—why do we hesitate? It is high time for Canada to begin to edu- 
cate herself and her citizens to the fact that, generally speaking, illness is 
an expensive and unnecessary luxury in which no nation should indulge, and | 
to begin a real investigation as to the prevalence and cost of illness.

Mr. Churchill is a personality in 
the same ultimate sense that some 
half-dozen historic figures are per- 
sonalities in British history—-we may 
love them or hate them, we cannot 

"remain unaffected by them. 

He has made himself, ever since 
the Boer war, part of the inevitable 
background of our lives. We have 
always been anxious to know what 
he is doing, and what he is going 
to do. We are impressed by his in- 
exhaustible energy, his immense 
gusto with which he drinks at the 
fount of life, his incurable and half- 
boyish eagerness always to be up 
and doing, and mostly to be doing 
something new. 

He always makes us take notice 
of the fact that he is here. We like 
his unaffected joy in the battle. We 
are moved by his inner power to rise 
above the buffetings of fate. He is 
often wrong-headed, often blind, 
sometimes too prejudiced even to 

. know that he is ignorant. But we 
feel alive in his vividness. We feel 
energetic by contact with his exer- 
tions. We are steeled by his resolu- 
tion and elated by his audacity. 

Say what one may against the 
Prime Minister, no one can deny that 
he is in the full sense a man. 

Yet his virtues are not less gigan- 
tic than his defects. His own cour- 


age is matchless, and it enables him | 


to respond to courage in others. He 
knows the spell of a great idea, and 
he will spend himself relentlessly in 
its service. 

He hates cruelty with a loathing 
that goes to the root of his nature. 
He has the gift of arousing passion- 
ate loyalties in those who work with 
him, and the generosity to give them 
full credit for their collaboration. He 
has imagihation; and- when his in- 
terest is deeply aroused that imagi- 
nation is both sensitive and pro- 
found. 

His will is made of steel; and if 
he drives others -relentlessly, it is 
no more than the price he exacts 
from himself.

Generally spesking the new rental laws provide that: 


(1) No oral or written lease for any commercial or housing 
accommodation (furnished or unfurnished) may legally 
be made after October 11, 1941, at a rental higher than 

the rentallawfully payable under the lease in effect on 

that date unless an application for increased rental has 
been made to and approved by al ocal Rentals Com- 
mittee of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Such 

an application must be based on specified circumstances 
arising since October 11, 1941. ; . 


NOTE: Land and premises used solely for farm purposes are 
not subject to rent control. 


AX tenant is entitled to a renewal of his lease unless the 
landlord requires the premises for certain reasons 
named in the Board's Rental Orders and has given the 
tenant a written notice to vacate within the time and 
in the manner prescribed therein. If this notice to 
vacate is contested by the tenant, the landlord must 
secure a Court Order for possession. 


Copies of all Rental Orders and Regulations of the 
Board and application forms for rental variations are 
available from any of the regional or sub-offices of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, and, in areas where 
such offices are not yet established, from the Clerk of 
any County or District Court or local Rentals 
Committee. 


VIOLATIONS of these orders ere punishable by law and should be 
reported in writing to the Prices and Supply Representetive 
Regione! Office, Wartime Prices and Trade Board, at the nearest 
of any of the following cities: Vencouver, Edmonton, Regine, 
Winnipeg, North Bay, London, Toronto, Brockville, Montreal, 
Quebec, Seint John, Helifex or Charlottetown.

| WARBLE F LY CONTROL 


The late winter and spring 
months are the proper time to 
| treat cattle for the control of war- 
ble flies, or heel flies as they are 
sometimes called. The most ef- 
fective method of treating cattle 
'for warbles is to apply. a wash 
containing Derris Powder to the 
-backs of the animals. 

The first treatment should be 
given when the swellings caused bY 
the grub become conspicuous on 
the backs of the animals. A sec- 
|ond and third treatment are re- 
| commended at intervals of 28 days 
| Before applying the wash, the 
| backs of the animals should be 
| brushed to remove the scale from 
the breathing holes and allow the| 
wash to come in contact with the 
| grub.
